THE HAGUE. The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Dutch pnnce 
Fnso, who excluded lumself 
from the line of succession in 
the name of love, was buried 
m pnvate Fnday after he died 
from injuries sustained in a 
!?0l2 skiing accident. 

Johan Friso was laid to rest 
in an intimate ceremony at¬ 
tended by lus widow Mabel, 
45, and their two daughters 
Luana, 3, and Zana, 7, amid 
tight secunty in the hamlet of 
Lage Vuursche, around 30 


kilometres (20 miles) south¬ 
east of Amsterdam. 

The ceremony was also at¬ 
tended by Friso's godfather, 
Norway's King Harald 
Fnso's bra tilers King Willem- 
Alexander and Prince Con- 
stantijn, tlisir mother Beatrix, 
75, who abdicated as queen 
in April, and a few dozen 
friends and family members. 

Despite a tight cl amp down 
on media access to the fu¬ 
neral, state broadcaster NOS 
showed images of the royal 


Eamily entering the church 
grounds, all dressed m black: 
except for the children who 
were dressed m white. 

Luana's godmother, Ital¬ 
ian Foreign Minister Emma 
Bomno, attended, NOS re¬ 
ported, as did Fnso's friend 
Florian Moosbrugger, who 
survived the avalanche near 
the upmarket Austnan resort 
of Lech that left the prince 
comatose and brain-damaged 
in Febmary 2D 12.

Inspector Ricardo Muller gets 
well-deserved promotion 



Tlie small Stulpkerk church 
IS a stone's tlirow from Beat¬ 
rix's Drakenstyn Castle, 
where Friso spent much of 
his childhood and to wluch 
Bealnx plans to retire later 
this year. 

The family moved from 
the privately-owned castle to 
The Hague in 1?3I, when 
Beatrix became queen. 

Following the prince's 
burial, the royal family went 
to DrFikeiistyn Castle to con¬ 
tinue mourning, national 
news agency ANP reported 

Friso, 44 when he died on 
Monday is the first Dutch 
prince in generations not to 
be buried with other mem¬ 
bers of the House of Orange 
in the family crypt in the 
Nieuwe Kerk in Uie historic 
city of Delft, outside Tlie 
Hague. 

Dutch media have specu¬ 
lated tliat he IS being buried 
at a different church because 
he gave up Ins claim to the 
tin one as well as his PK-oyal 
House position to many 
Mabel Wisse Emit in 20D4 

The goveiinnent did not 
give the couple the required 
permission to marry after it 
emerged that Ins future wife 
had withheld details of her 
previous relationship with a 
Dutch drugs baron. 

Allowed to keep his title as 
Prince of Orange-Nassau, 
Friso took the decision in 


good humour, having always 
referred to Inmself as a "re¬ 
serve pretender to the tlirone " 

Prime Minister Mark 
Rutte nevertheless ordered 
flags on official buildings 
around the country to be 
flown at half-mast 

Since an early age, tlie 
pnnce enjoyed skiing in the 
exclusive Austrian resort 
town of Lech, where the 
Dutch royal family have 
taken their winter holidays 
since the late 195Ds. 

Friso was an experienced 
skier but nevertheless ven¬ 
tured off-piste in 2D 12 with 
hiE fiiend Moosbruggerwliile 
the avalanche nsk warning 
was at four on a scale of one 
to five. 

His fiiend was unhurt, but 
Friso spent around 20 min¬ 
utes under the snow with his 
brain depnved of oxygen be¬ 
fore rescuers pulled him out. 

Friso was in July trans- 
fen'ed from a hospital m Lon¬ 
don, where he lived, to his 
mother's residence in Tlie 
Hague. 

In London, he was chief 
financial director of Bntam's 
UP..ENCD group -- dealing 
with nuclear fuel supply -- 
since 2011, and previously 
worked with the investment 
bank Goldman Sachs. 

A memorial ceremony will 
be held for Friso later in the 
year, the palace said

Group. Tins group was 
ch arged with m aiiitaimng 
order and security dunng a 
difficult time back then when 
there was a big upnsing in the 


month of August related to 
political problems on the is¬ 
land. Muller recalls not going 
home for weeks during tliat 
time. He had to sleep in the 
Police barracks at the station. 
He recalls many bottles and 
rocks tlirown at him. 

Ricardo Muller advises all 
young Police officers to learn 
to crawl before walking, have 
patience, work as is expected 
of them and above all re¬ 
member: "^you are here to 
serve the community which 
gives great feeling of satis¬ 
faction.

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NSA breached privacy rules, 
despite Obama’s promises 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Earack Obama's 
promises to protect Amen- 
cans from domestic spying 
came under fresh scrutiny 
Fnday after an internal audit 
showed the National Security 
Agency had repeatedly vio¬ 
lated privacy rules in its elec- 
tromc surveillance. 

The revelations appeared 
to challenge Obama's reas¬ 
surances that slnct oversight 
of NSA snooping had pre¬ 
vented abuses. 

Tlie Washington Post, cit¬ 
ing NSA documents and tlie 
audit, reported that the eaves¬ 
dropping service had 
breached pnvacy resinctions 
thousands of times and in 
some cases withheld details 
from Dtlier government de¬ 
partments. 

The Post report quoted 
documents leaked from Ed¬ 
ward Snowden, the former 
NSA contractor who has ex¬ 
posed the massive scale of 
Amenca's surveillance of 
phone records and Internet 
traffic in a series of dramatic 



disclosures to the media. 

Snowden, who describes 
lumself as a whistleblower, 
has been granted asylum in 
Paissia, despite appeds from 
Washington for his extradi¬ 
tion on espionage charges. 

Tlie NSA did not deny tlie 
pnvacy violations but o frered 
a more positive assessment, 
saying the mistakes were un¬ 
intentional and "miniscule"' 
in number given the vast 
amount of data streaming 
tlirough the spy agency. 

■Niese are not willful vio¬ 
lations Tliese are mistakes," 
John DeLong, NSA's director 


of compliance, told reporters 
in a teleconference, noting 
that tlie ageniizy promptly re¬ 
ports surveillance errors to a 
court, other government de¬ 
partments and to lawmakers. 

"We don't hide these inci¬ 
dents," he said. 

Defending the NSA's 
track record, DeLong esti¬ 
mated It had about a .DG05 
percent error rate, with 
roughly IDQ mistakes out of 
2D million queries a month. 

A statement issued later 
from tlie White House said 
that Obama 'has long advo¬ 
cated greater transparency" 
and stronger oversight of the 
intelligence programs to 
"■stnke the right balance" be¬ 
tween protecting national se- 
cunly and the pnvacy of 
citizens, 

Although the NSA tried to 
play down the report, law¬ 
makers vowed more hearings 
to learn the full extent of the 
pnvacy violations and nghts 
groups expressed outrage 

"We have previously said 
that the violations of these 
laws and rules were more se- 
nous tlian had been acknowl¬ 
edged, and we believe 
Amen cans should know that 
this confirmation is just the 
tip of a lai’ger iceberg," said 
US senators P^.on Wyden and 
Mark Udall in a joint state¬ 
ment. 

In a NSA audit dated May 
2D 12, there were 2,776 “inci¬ 
dents' over tlie previous year 
in which the agency ex¬ 
ceeded its authority in the 
collection, storage and distn- 
hution of communications, 
according to the Post. Most 
of the cases were umnlen- 
tional but in at least one in¬ 
stance, the agency violated a 
court order. 

"Hie number of 'compli¬ 
ance incidents' is ^aw-drop- 
ping," said Jameel Jaffer, 
deputy legal director at the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union 

"Hie rules around govern¬ 
ment surveillance are so per¬ 
missive tliat it IS difficult to 
comprehend how the intelli¬ 
gence community could pos¬ 
sibly have managed to violate 
them so often,'" Jaffer said. 

Obama and other top offi¬ 
cials h we insisted that Amer¬ 
icans' pnvacy nghts have 
been safeguarded and tlial 
sweeping surveillance pow¬ 
ers have not been abused in 
the search for terror suspects. 

Just as the White House 
believed it had begun to de¬ 
fuse concerns over domestic 
spying, the latest leak tlirust 
the issue hack in tlie spot¬ 
light.

MIAMI (AFP) - Tropical 
Stonn Erin weakened into a 
tropical depression Fnday as 
it moved west across the At¬ 
lantic from Africa, the US

ceive a name in the Atlantic 
hurricane season.

British judge says man can 
be sterilised 'for own good' 


LONDON (AFP^ - A British Judge on Friday took the un¬ 
precedented step of sanctioning the sterilisation of a 
man with the mental age of a child, ruling that it was in 
his best interest. The3S^ear-old man already has a son 
and does not want to become a father again, but is un¬ 
able to make decisions about using contraception, Lon¬ 
don's High Court heard. Judge Eleanor King ruled that 
the man, referred to only as "OE" m court proceedings, 
could be given a vasectomy as having another child 
could cause him "serious psychological distress". The 
man does not have the capacity to give his consent to 
the vasectomy, the court heard. His family and doctors 
have backed the move but the decision - the first of its 
kind in Britain ~ had to be made by ajudge. Experts say 
he has an IQ of 40, meaning he has the mental age of a 
child aged between six and nine. He is unable to live 
alone, has limited speech and cannot use money, King 
said. He and his girlfriend, who also suffers from severe 
learning difficulties, had a son In 2010. The court heard 
that the couple have been together for 10 years but do 
not currently see each other without supervision, in 
order to "keep them safe". A vasectomy will allow the 
man to resume a sexual relationship with his girlfriend, 
the judge said.

It was the brainchild 
professor at one of Bangkok's most famous universities who was concerned that 
small exam room would encourage plagiarism. But a photograph posted on Faceb 
of the students sporting the biinkers - which they made and customised themsel 
~ during the exam at Kasetsart University, had by Friday stin'ed ridicule from the 1 
press and social media. The controversy prompted the university to scrap the blinl 
white the teacher behind the schem e toured television studios to explain the unu* 
measure. The40-year-old professor said the idea came about during discussions v 
students last week about how to prevent cheating. 
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She left her post as the top 
US diplomat in February and 
polls released witli the Demo¬ 
cratic nominating convention 
still thi'ee years off say she is 
ahead — both in the Demo¬ 
cratic primaries and in the tlie- 
oretic^ general election. 

Of Clinton's prospects, Mrs
